He is a bull 
of great individuality, and transmits 
this quality with such certainty that 
in walking through the herd, after 
seeing him, many of his daughters 
can readily be picked out. 

The junior sire, Woodcrest King 
Urma, as can be seen from his un- 
touched cut, is individually O. K. In 
point of breeding, he requires no apol- 
ogy. His first four dams are all 30- 
lb. cows. Four of his five nearest 


-dams have each produced one or more 


30-lb. daughters and his nine nearest 
sires have each produced one or more 
30-lb. daughters. 

At present, the pride of Woodcrest 
Dairy is Woodcrest Sarcastic Prin- 
cess, who has just broken the World’s 
senior two-year-old record in the 8 
months after calving division. At 33 
months of age she made:

The National Dairy Show 


In the fall of 1881 or 1882, I at- 
tended, for the first time, the Inter- 
national Fat Stock Show. This ex- 
hibition was given in Chicago, in a 
building on the lake front at the foot 
of Lake Street. It was primarily 
a fat stock show, but classes had been 
made and premiums offered for some 
of the dairy breeds. The show of 
beef cattle was considered large and 
of excellent quality and as I recall, 
it outnumbered the dairy cattle about 
ten to one. I recall the fact that 
there were on exhibition at least two 
herds of Holstein-Friesians and sev- 
eral herds of Jerseys. I am not sure 
that any of the other dairy breeds 
were represented. 

The reason that I am referring to 
this show is that it was’ there that 





I received my first inspiration or 
awakening to the fact that there was 
a great opportunity for improvement 
of our dairy and beef herds of cattle. 


The contrast between the specimens ' 


on display at this show and those that 
I had come in contact with on the 
Iowa farm was so marked that I was 
impressed with the fact that there 
was great chance for betterment by 
grading up our Iowa herds. 

The dairy cattle at this show were 
so far superior to anything else I had 
ever seen that I felt sure there was 
greater opportunity offered for the 
improvement of the dairy than the 
beef breeds. The splendid udders, 
deep bodies, wonderful milk veins, 
and other evidences of ability to pro- 
duce were so outstanding that they

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have not been forgotten. As I look 
back over the lapse of more than 
thirty years that have gone since that 
show, I can picture in my mind’s 
eye, the two Holstein-Friesians, a 
male and female, Netherland Carl am 
Lady Fay, shown by Smith and Pow- 
ell of Syracuse, N. Y., and wonder 
whether we have made the improve- 
ment that might be expected. Even 
in those days, the saying that “he 
who makes two blades of grass grow 
where but one grew before is truly a 
benefactor” was somewhat ancient. 
By comparison, I was led to believe 
that the man who by breeding up his 
dairy herd by use of the pure bred 
sire could easily double their product 
and become as much a benefactor as 
the producer of an increased crop of 
grass or grain. I became a convert 
to all things that stood for the better- 
ment of our live stock and from that 
time on, have never lost an oppor- 
tunity in my feeble way to encourage 
the showing of livestock and especi- 
ally dairy cattle, at fairs and stock 
shows, 

Long before the National Dairy 
Show of which I have always been a 
stockholder and director, was organ- 
ized I wrote numerous articles set- 
ting forth the advantages and bene- 
fits of such a show. There was fi- 
nally sufficient sentiment aroused so 
that in 1905, the first show was given. 

I cannot in this brief paper give 
you much of an idea of the amount 
of hard work that is required to put 
on and finance such a show. I know 
now that it is a job for real men and 
that there are many obstacles to be 
met and overcome. Suffice it to say 
that it costs approximately $50,000.00 


‘to install one of these shows. 


In my opinion the advantages and 
benefits accruing to the dairy inter 
ests are incalculable. The beef inter- 
ests of this country could never have 
made the progress and development 
they have without the International 
Live Stock Show and the National 
Dairy Show stands sponsor for the 
dairyman and its possibilities of de- 
velopment are far greater than those- 
of the older institution on account of 
its wider range and broader field. 

To begin with, the success or fail- 
ure in dairy work depends entirely on 
the old cow. She is the keynote to 
the entire superstructure. We know 
from statistics that the average cow 
that is milked upon the average farms 
of our country is not yielding a profit 
to the farmer. That is, if she were 
charged with her feed and labor and 
credited with her product she would 
show little, if any, profit. Better cows 
and more intelligent feeding would 
change all this. The dairy work over

a great share of our country is con- 
sidered too much as a side line and 
does not receive the attention that it 
should for its proper development. It 
is my observation that sections of 
this country have given the dairy bus- 
iness the attention it deserves have 
been rewarded in that the people have 
better homes, more home. comforts, 
better barns, and other farm improve- 
ments, larger bank accounts, and gen- 
eral indications of prosperity are evi-! 
dent. 

We believe the National Dairy 
Show has been one of the great edu- 
cators along this line and has had.a 
marked influence for good. The man 
who attends this show is very apt to 
go home and buy a pure bred dairy 
sire if nothing more; he talks with 
his neighbors, and he also may ke 
influenced to try and do better. This 
means that the breeder of pure bred 
cattle finds a market for his surplus 
stock and comes into his share of the 
gain. 

The great good is in the assembling 
of these pure bred animals, not only 
with the cattle at the show, but with 
the average cow at home. We believe 
these influences are all for better cows, 
and in fact, all the argument that can 
be offered radiates from this source, 
improved cows. 

I quote the following from a letter 
received from one of the former 
creamery men of the middle west, a 
man who has always been interested 
in the National Dairy Show: 

“Fundamentally the creamery man 
is essentially interested in that the 
farmer does make a profit on his cows. 
Every dollar invested in our cream- 
ery business in this country is in re- 
ality in jeopardy so long as the farm- 





er is not making an actual profit in 
milking his cows. This is what makes | 


it necessary that the creamery man 
be interested in every movement 
which will benefit and encourage the 
proper dairy development throughout 
the country.

still a greater influence along the line 
of making the whole dairy industry 
more profitable upon the farm than

We know from statistics already at 
hand that during the last ten years 
there has been a better showing made 
in the numker of dairy cows as com- 
pared with the total number of cattle 
upon the farms throughout the coun- 
try and I believe this condition has 
teen brought akout and is a direct 
evijence ofthe work done and the ‘en- 
thusiasm. developed at and _ through 
the National Dairy Show. 
’ Many people in the industry (and 
I am sorry to say a good many cream- 
erymen) have.it in mind that the Na- 








tional Dairy Show cannot and does

thet they are better fed.

I agree with the gentleman: re- 
ferred to above, and I am -perfe:tly 
willing to admit that my interest in

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more.or.less by a selfish mot*ve. Re- 
ing a breeder of pure bred dairy cattle, 
I hoped to make a better market for 
my surplus stock than could be ex- 
pected without the show. I know now 
that I have been rewarded not alone 
in. a pecuniary way, but am satisfied 
that I have helped build up all the 
numerous allied interests. 

The National Dairy Council was 
brought to life two years ago, as a 
great clearing house where represent- 
atives of practically all of these in- 
terests could come together for a 
round table conference and work out 
plans of an active year round cam- 
paign for better cows The interests 
are almost too numerous to mention 
—among them might te named the 
breeders of pure breed dairy cattle, 
the machinery man, the creamery 
man, the buttermaker, the ice cream 
man, the- milkman, dairy and food 
commissioners, the dairy press, with 
many others. This Council will un- 
doubtedly ke called together this fall 





for a big meeting in place of the Na-| 
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the people putting cereal products on 
the market, the sale of dairy products 
would be: increased 25 per cent. Dai- 
rying will never be overdone on the 
American farm. 

Through the high-class dairy cow, 
we have the best means of marketing 
crops raised on high-priced lands, and 
at the same time conserve the fertility 
of the soil, which is from now on going 
to be a most important factor especi- 
ally in the older sections of our coun- 
try. 

We believe that we, as commission- 
ers and representatives of the various 
states of this great nation are, or will 
soon ke confronted with the problem 
of how we may at least do our part 
in placing on the tables of this coun- 
try a dairy ration at a minimum cost. 
It is my idea that when this is all 
worked out, dairy products will ap- 
pear on the menu oftener than they 
have. 

In conclusion, nermit me to say that 
vour support of the National Dairy 
Show and the National Dairy Council 
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practically every farm being found 
within a radius of two and one-half 
miles of Tonganoxie. 

Fifty-five of the operators of these 
farms owned all or part of the land 
which they worked; but eighteen were 
rented. Twenty-four per cent of the 
farmers whose farms were surveyed 
therefore, were tenants. Renters of- 
ten change from place to place and as 
only the records of farms were taken 
where the farmer had been on his 
farm for one year or more, many 
rented farms were omitted in this 
survey. It is a safe estimate there- 
fore that in the neighborhood of forty 
per cent of the farms in the section 
were handled by tenants. 

Dairying is perhaps the most im- 
portant enterprise on the majority of 
these farms. There was an average 
of nine dairy cows per farm for the 
district surveyed, while over eighty 
per cent of the farms sold dairy prod- 
ucts. These were sold either as 
whole milk or cream, no butter being 
made. Either of these forms of the

tional Dairy Show, which on account 
of foot and mouth disease will not 
stage a show before-a year from this 
fall. All indications point to the next 
show as a record breaker. 


We frequently find: people who 
claim that the dairy business is going 
to be overdone, but there are several 
reasons why this may not happen. In 
the first place, there is just enough 
drudgery about it, so that many will 
not take it up on that account. We 
know that milk dnd dairy products 
are relatively cheaper than any other 
human food. Of. this, the average 
citizen is not aware. I think we, as 
Commissioners, should so far as possi- 
ble disseminate this knowledge. If the 
dairymen of this “country had - used 
one-half of the money advertising

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KANSAS DAIRY FARM SURVEY 
HOARD’s DAIRYMAN :— 

One of the most interesting farm 
surveys conducted in Kansas has re- 
cently keen completed in the dairy 
district around Tonganoxie, Leaven- 
worth county. This survey shows. to 
some degree what may be expected in 
a district where the major enterprise 
is commercial dairying. The business 
was analyzed on seventy-three farms, 








product pays better than butter in 
this section, because of the routes 
which enable milk collettion every 
day, and of the exceptionally good 
prices paid for both whole milk and 
cream. The condensery at Tonga- 
noxie, which. is a privately owned 
plant, gives an outlet for whole milk 
and the local creamery furnishes the 
markét for both sweet and sour cream. 
As the region is located only thirty- 
three miles from Kansas City several 
of the dairymen ship direct to cream 
or milk patrons there. The other more 
important enterprises conducted on 
these farms in 1914 were beef cattle, 
wheat, and hogs, their relative impor- 
tance: being: in the -order named. 
On“ account:of insect pests and an 
unusual flood at harvest time in the 
bottom lands, as well as a drought at 
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a critical time, the cash crops pro- 
duced in this area for 1914 cid not 
yield as well as in average years. 
Notwithstanding this, the area aver- 
aged a labor income to the farmer of 
$203. This means that the farm re- 
ceipts paid all farm expenses, re- 
turned 5 per cent interest on an aver- 
age capitalization of $17,477, and left 
$203 as wages for the operator. The 
fifteen better paying farms in the 
area made a labor income of $1,675. 
When the handicap of poorer crops 
than in average years is considered, 
this labor income is much better than 
was to be expected. Careful analysis 
was made to determine what made 
this income possible. The facts 
brought out did not coincide in all 
points with results of surveys in other 
sections. For instance, in a survey re- 
cently conducted in Harvey county, 
Kansas, the fact was demonstrated 
that farms about 240 acres in size 
had a better chance of making a good 
labor income than those of 160 acres. 
In fact, the fifteen better paying 
farms had 225 crop acres per farm. 
In Leavenworth county for 1914 the 
better paying farms had an average 
of 121 crop acres, while the average 
farm for the whole area had 112 crop 
acres. The size of the better paying 
farms, therefore, was much smaller 
in Leavenworth county than of the 
better paying farms in Harvey Co. 

Perhaps the most important fact 
brought out in this survey was with 
reference to the value of good cows 
as compared with average cows in 
determining the lavor income. The

in less than $50 gross receipts in 
dairy products per cow made a minus 
labor income of $80. In other words, 
the farmers paid $80 for the privi- 
lege of living on and operating those 
farms, while the thirty-three farms 
whose cattle gave more than $50 re- 
turns per cow had an average labor 
income of $640. 

The argument has often been heard 
that the average man will make as 
much money in a year whether he 
handles scrubs, grade dairy cows, 
dual-purpose cows, or pure-bred dairy 
cattle. It is interesting to note, how- 
ever, that 37 of the farms that sold 
dairy products had scrubs or dual- 
purpose cattle. There were two or 
three very good herds among these, 
but the average receipts per cow on 
these farms were $51.03, excluduing 
the value of the calf. The twenty-two 
farms which kept dairy purpose cat- 
tle, either grade or pure-bred, aver- 
aged $88.26 receipts per cow, exclud- 
ing the value of the calf. Their aver- 
age labor income was $486 per farm, 
while the labor income of the men 
who had other than dairy breeds for 
milking purposes averaged a labor in- 
come of $237. 

The most significant point with ref- 
erence to dairy farming, which was 
brought out in this survey, is that the 
farms. which pay the best do not de- 
pend upon one enterprise for their 
cash income. In connection with the 
dairy work invariably is found some 
other live stock enterprise such as 
hogs, and one or two cash crops as 
wheat, hay, or fruit. The whole area

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OBSERVE THESE POINTS IN 
ALFALFA SEEDING 


For the beginner seeding the alfal- 
fa alone gives the best results. The 
soil is plowed in the fall or early 
spring and limed if necessary. Then 
the field is disced and harrowed often 
enough up to the first of June or 
July to clean the land of weeds. On 
average fields this weed killing pro- 
cess need not be continued later than 
the first week in June, but with a 
weedy soil it is well to harrow and 
dise until July or August. The field 
is then inoculated and the alfalfa 
seeded at not less than 20 pounds 
per acre. With a favorable season 
one crop or two crops of hay are 
sometimes secured- before September 
1, but this is entirely dependent on 
the rainfall and soil conditions.

In answer to the question, “when 
Should Heifers Freshen?” Farm and 
Dairy of Canada publishes the an- 
swers of ten dairymen.

years; and one merely says, “I do 
not like to have my heifers freshen 
too early. Early breeding saps vigor 
and constitution.”

Bulletin No. 161 just issued by the 
Massachusetts Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station presents important con- 
clusions on the results of experiments 
in the use of lime on the clover crop. 
The results presented show that lim- 
ing a soil incrases the size of clover 
plants and the percentage of nitrogen 
in them both when the clover is grown 
on soils well fertilized with sulfate 
of ammonia. If sulfate of ammonia 
is used as a fertilizer clover fails un- 
less the soil be heavily limed and 
the bulletin shows the cause of failure 
and the methods of prevention.

Exports of American agricultural 
implements during the fiscal year 
1915 totaled approximately $10,000,- 
000, ‘as against $40,600,000 in the 
high-record year 1913, $21,000,000 in 
1908, and a yearly average of more 
than $29,000,000 for the past decade. 
This<loss of trade fell most heavily 
upon sales to Europe, but there were 
also ‘smaller though significant de- 
creases in shipments to Argentina, 
Canada, and various countries of 
Africa and other sections of the 
world. Cuba and Siberia made gains. 
Australia barely held its own in the 
year’s trade, but this is a good show- 
ing in view of the fact that her wheat 
crop dropped from over 100,000,000 
bushels in 1913 to 25,000,000 bushels 
last year.—Dept. of Commerce, Wash- 
ington, D. C.

A safe and effective weapon against 
the typhoid or house fly has been 
found in powdered hellebore by scien- 
tists of the Department of Agricul- 
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ture. Flies lay their eggs chiefly in 

stable manure. Powdered hellebore 

mixed with water and sprinkled over 
the manure, will destroy the larvae 
which are hatched from the eggs. 

Since powdered hellebore is readily 

obtainable, this puts in the hands of 

everyone a remedy for one of the 
pests that has been found dangerous 
as well as troublesome. Powdered 
hellebore, however, will not kill adult 
flies which must be swatted or 
trapped.—Department of Agriculture,

Though science has 
Sulphur as a_ solved much of the mys- 
tery of plant food as- 
similation, it may be 
that the half is not yet learned. In 
a recent issue, The Rural Spirit pre- 
sents the results of Prof. Reimer’s 
experiments with sulphur as a stim- 
ulant to plant growth, giving there- 
in information of practical impor- 
tance. 


Fertilizer 


It seems that in the past, analyses 
of plants have failed to show the true 
sulphur content. For example, Prof. 
Reimer says that rice contains just 
100 times as much sulphur as was 
indicated by former analyses. 


Alfalfa is one of the plants re 
quiring a considerable proportion of 
sulphur—analysis of the plant shows 
it to contain fifty per cent more sul- 
phur than phosphorus, while analysis 
of Medford loam and Tolo loam, on 
which alfalfa is extensively: grown’ in 
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Oregon, show that these soils contain 
but slightly more than one-fourth as 
much sulphur as phosphorus. This, 
plainly, is evidence of a need of ap- 
plications of sulphur to alfalfa ground 
and the need has been verified by nu- 
merous plot experiments. In one in- 
stance, a plot of alfalfa treated with 
flowers of sulphur yielded at the rate 
of 2.06 tons per acre; plot No. 2, 
treated with superphosphate yielded 
1.49 tons; plot No. 3, treated with 
manure yielded 1.09 tons per acre; 
and plot No. 4 untreated, yielded only 
0.39 tons per acre. This soil had 
been farmed a considerable numter 
of years without having any fertility 
returned to it. In another plot ex- 
periment one acre of alsike clover 
untreated, yielded 1,740 pounds of 
cured hay; one acre treated with land 
plaster yielded 2,220 pounds and 
another acre treated with superphos- 
phate yielded 5,133 pounds, an in- 
crease of 200 per cent, or almost a ton 
and three-quarters, which at $10 e@ 
ton would mean a return of $24.8? 
for an outlay of $3.00, the cost of 
the 200 pounds of superphosphate 
used. 

Respecting the experiments, Prof. 
Reimer is quoted as saying: 

‘The results which we obtained last 
summer by the use of sulphur on al- 
falfa were so startling and unex- 
pected that we hesitated to announce 
them at that time. It will now be 
seen that these results were perfectly 
natural, as they were confirmed br 
toth the analyses of the alfalfa plant 
and the soils on which our results 
were obtained.” 

Materials rich in sulphur are: crude 
sulphur, land plaster, iron sulphate. 
and superphosphate, but considering 
cost and freight, the crude sulphur is 
the most economical source of sul- 
phur. Cabbage, cauliflower, kale, tur- 
nips and rutabagas are shown by 
chemical analysis to use even more 
sulphur than alfalfa, while grains 
and all fruits use but very small 
quantities. 

Plants are unable to utilize sulphur 
as such, but as compounds. Sulphur 
readily combines with lime to form 
calcium sulphate, or with land plas- 
ter, magnesium or potassium to form 
other sulphates which plants can use. 
Many soils are well supplied with 
these last-named elements. Prof. Rei- 
mer advises not to use complete fer- 
tilizers as you are then paying cearly 
for potash and nitrogen, which are 
not needed. He further says: 


“Where alfaifa is producing unsat- 
isfactory yields use crude ground sul- 
phur at the rate of 100 pounds per 
acre; or use land plaster (gypsum) 
at the -rate of 300 pounds’ per acre. 





On one acre use superphosphate at 
tke rate of 300 pounds per acre for 
comparison. The superphosphate con- 
tains sulphur and _ also phosphorus. 
Leave at least one acre untreated for 
comparison. 

“This material should be evenly 
broadcasted over the alfalfa field. Tt 
may be harrowed in or left on the 
surface to be washed in by the rains. 
This should be done immediately so 
that the material will be washed into 
the soil where the roots can get it, 
In case no rains follow the applica- 
tion the materials will simply remain 
on the surface where they will be of 
no benefit. In such case they would 
be washed in by next winter’s rains 
and would benefit the crops the fol- 
lowing year.” 

Applications of land plaster, rather 
than crude sulphur, are advisei on 
soils naturally poor in lime, while on 
deep, rich soils where alfalfa pro- 
duces very large crops, it is possible 
that applications of sulphur would be 
of no benefit. As to this, Prof. Rei- 
mer says, “In all our extensive work 
with fertilizers during the past three 
years we have found only two alfalfa 
fields which did not respond to -the 
use of superphosphate.” 

To those who have failed in grow- 
ing alfalfa in the past, it shouldbe 
remembered that alfalfa just can’t 
help but grow if the conditions are 
right, and it may ke just the lack of 
the sulphur element which has caused 
the failure. All other conditions must 
be maintained as formerly—a deep, 
rich, well-drained seed bed, with lime 
and bacteria, then add sulphur. Thou- 
sands of farmers, even those who have 
had fair success with alfalfa, shoull 
try this out with plot experiments, 
then if it does prove a “bonanza”, im- 
mediate benefit will be theirs. 


Stimulation for fat-production, in 
various forms, is “tabooed” by our 
breed associations, but stimulation of 
plant growth, by means of sulphur is 
still a righteous act and advisable un- 
less you object to the hard work of 
handling heavy crops. You can “stim- 
ulate” fat-production by feeding stim- 
ulated alfalfa. But there is no tell- 
ing, some day, some experimenter 
may discover that stimulating crops 
injures the vitality of seeds, then our 
pedigreed seed associations will put 
a ban on stimulation and insist on 
absolutely normal crops! In_ the 
meantime, however, we advise our 
readers to stimulate their alfalfa “to 
the last ditch.”

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The Panama-Pacific Exposition 
By Senior Editor, C. G. Brown. 


From Los Angeles to San Francisco 
by the Coast route is 475 miles and 
we should judge that the Southern 
Pacific followed the coast about one- 
third of the way. The broad expanse 
of the ocean is a majestic panorama, 
but when we contemplate that its sur- 
ges roll and its billows heave over an 
expanse of eleven thousand miles, and 
that the same serf has beat the same 
shores for countless ages the mind is 
fairly staggered by the magnitude of 
the conception. 

Many towns along the way invited 
us to tarry; for instance, there was 
Santa Barbara, San Louis Obispo, 
Santa Cruz and San Jose, but our 
objective was San Francisco and we 
resisted all allurements. We remem- 
ber that as we approached San Louis 
Obispo we saw from the car window 
a fine herd of Black and Whites and 
we wondered if these might not belong 
to our World subscriker, J. H. Hollis- 
ter Jr. of that place. 


In the Salinus Valley we saw for 
the first time a combined harvester 
and thresher in operation... This one 
was being drawn by some thirty 
horses. Later we saw one*in action 
which was propelled by a traction en- 
gine having the caterpiller tread. It 
delivered the grain in sacks, eight or 
ten in a pile. The straw was also left 
in-large bunches. Only three men were 
employed to operate this machine 
which was capable of harvesting forty 
acres per day. 

Arrived at San Francisco we estab- 
lished a base at the Hotel Alta on 
Third St. near Market. Here we 
were afforded nicely furnished apart- 
ments for two with private bath at 
$1.50 per day. The next morning 
found us upon the exposition grounds, 
which are located at the north of the 
city on the bay adjoining the Preci- 
dio, Uncle Sam’s military camp, and 
in sight of the Golden Gate. The lo- 
cation could not have been improved 
upon. We were granted the courtesy 
of complimentary tickets to the 
grounds during our stay as a member 
of the Holstein-Friesian World Com- 
pany. 

The exposition was fully up to our 
expectations and having seen two for- 
mer expositions and San Diego our 
requirements were quite exacting. The 
architectural effect is imposing and 
the setting superb. The tower of 
jewels is the crowning feature. This 
seen at night with thirty or more 
search lights streaming upon it is 
beautiful beyond comparison. The 
fogs of San Francisco, however, ren- 








der their vision of magnificence rarely 
observable. Only once during our 
week’s stay did we behold it in its 
fullness of glory. We can only say 
by way of description that this archi- 
tecturally beautiful tower that rises 
to a grand height is adorned by 102,- 
000 “nova gems” that in the strong 
electric lights against the dark sky 
of evening gleams and sparkles like 
a thing of magic and not a reality. 

The wall enclosing the exposition 
next the city is unique, being a wall 
of living green. It is contructed of 
boxes set on edge in which had been 
grown a species of ice plant. This 
is held in position by an invisible net- 
work of fine wire. The effect is very 
pleasing. Elsewhere the grounds are 
tounded by the San Francisco Bay 
upon which you see anchored several 
U. S. battleships and many vessels of 
many naticns. Across the bay you 
see the Golden Gate, the hills of Ma- 
rin County, Mts. Diaktolo and Tamal- 
pias, the cities of Oakland, Barkley 
and Alemeda. 

The main buildings are grouped 
around three spacious courts. with 
central pools and fountains adorned 
with statuary in a profusion of prodi- 
gality. The four archways leading to 
each of these courts are lofty and im- 
posing beyond description. 

The color scheme is travertine mar- 
ble for the key color associated with 
French green, Cerulean blue, pastel 
pink and golden orange. The illumi- 
nation is by concealed incandescent 
and are lights. The towers and 
arches are flooded ty search lights. 
There is a profusion of colonades of 
classic beautv and the whole is set 
in a garden of tropic verdure where 
landscape gardening has been em- 
ployed to the verfeztion of luxurious- 
ness. Avenues of palms of every va- 
riety, date palms, fan palms, cocoa- 
nut palms, Spanish bayonet palms; 
the stately eucalyptus, the shapely 
cypress, the symmetrical accacia; 
banks of flowers of every variety and 
every hue, and you have an ensemble 
of surpassing beauty and grandeur. 

We shall make no attempt to de- 
scribe the exhibits themselves—life is 
too short and World space is too ex- 
pensive. We will say, however, that 
the moving picture show is being 
used extensively. Nearly every coun- 
trv, every state and many private ex- 
hibitors make use of this feature to 
illustrate its products, its methods of 
manufacture, of harvesting crovs, or 
packing fruit, of mining and reducing 
ores, etc. Another feature are the il- 
luminated’ scenes—very beautiful and 
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very interesting. We noted one ex- 
hibit of apples where a few boxes, by 
means of invisible reflectors were 
made to appear like a vast number 
which seemed to stretch away for an 
immense distance. In the government 
exhibit we saw a real vessel sunk by 
a real torpedo—in miniature. 


Many of the State buildings were 
fine structures, but only a few con- 
tained the State exhibits. The States 
of California, Oregon and Washing- 
ton as well as the Dominion of Can- 
ada housed their exhibits in their 
own buildings. We think this pro- 
duces the best effect, as where an ex- 
hibit is broken up and distributed 
in several different buildings long 
distances apart the mass effect is 
lost. 


The Oregon building is a unique 
structure. It is built of Oregon Fir. 
A porch surrounds the entire build- 
ing which is supported by columns, 
each consisting of a single Fir trunk 
some eight feet in diameter and one 
hundred feet or more in height. 


The New York building is very 
fine. At the entrance is posted a bul- 
letir. explaining where the different 
exhibits may be found, which few peo- 
ple take the trouble to hunt up. In 
one end of the building is a dining 
hall where meals were being served. 
As we were wont to eat whenever we 
saw an entrance we were stopped by 
an obsequeous gentleman who asked if 
we were New Yorkers. On being in- 
formed that we were he instructed us 
to go to a certain room and procure a 
permit from a certain functionary. 
This we succeeded in doing and finally 
gained admittance. When handed the 
menu we nearly fell out of our chairs. 
The cheapest item on the menu was 
coffee which was 25 cents Chicken 
served in some mysterious way was 
$3.00 a serving, other items in entire 
harmony. Needless to say we made 
a meager repast on cheese sandwiches 
and coffee and after tipping the wai- 
ter retired. The thing that we could 
not quite understand was why they 
need to use so much red tape when 
about to pick a man’s pocket. 


The electric aute chairs which will 
accommodate two people are on the 
whole convenient, restful and rather 
amusing institutions. On the level as- 
phalt pavement they will mote at a 
good walking speed, but up a slight 
grade it is necessary to bring two ob- 
jects in line to see that you are mov- 
ing at all. You nay $1.00 per hour 
for the first hour and 50 cents an hour 
thereafter. There is little chance of 
cheating the concessionaire as you are 
required to deposit $3.00 on taking 
out the chair. On returning the chair 
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' 
you are refunded any balance you’re 


due. 

There are also electric trains which 
carry passengers about the grounds. 
Of course, we tried these. We stepped 
aboard and paid our twenty cents 
fare. Presently we were at the stock 
exh‘bit and were told that if we 
wished to ride further we must pay 
another fare. We paid and next 
brought us up at the zone, when 
another fare was demanded, though 
we had not yet arrived at our starting 
point. We said we preferred to walk. 
The fact is these trains are running 
about the grounds nearly empty the 
most of the time. We imagine that if 
they were a little more liberal with 
their service they would do a thriving 
business, as it is they are very moder- 
ately patronized. 

The Zone, which is the concession- 
ary district, corresponding to the 
Midway at Chicago, the Pike at St. 
Louis and the Isthmus at San Diego, 
seems not to be attracting the usual 
amount of patronage. Some places 
were closed and it is quite likely that 
others will close before the end of the 
season. We do not know whether 
such shows have lost some of their 
attraction for the American people, 
or, they find it expedient to practice 
a little more rigid economy. 
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We visited several of these conces- 
sions. One, a miniature reproduction 
of the Panama Canal, was entertain- 
ing and instructive. A moving gal- 
lery made the entire circuit of the ca- 
nal, You placed a set of telephone re- 
ceivers to your ears and by a phono- 
graphic contrivance, you listened to a 
description of the different features. 
The marvel is that wherever you sit 
in the gallery you get the right de- 
scription at the right time. 

In place of the Ferris Wheel at the 
Columbian exposition, the Panama- 
Pacific has the Aeroscope. This con- 
sists of a tower 400 feet long, which 
lies prone on the ground with a car 
in the extremity. When the car is 
filled it is slowly raised to a nearly 
upright position’ and then makes a 
complete circuit before descending. 
This is very interesting, besides enab- 
ling you to look down into the ostrich 
farm, the Hopi Indian village, the 
Colorado Grand canon, and most of 
the other concessions. 

We visited the “Melodia” whlch is 
well worth while. Here they draw 
music out of more things than has 
ever entered into the minds of most 
people to conceive. The range is from 
broomstick fiddles to hollow tubes and 
beer bottles to buzz saws. 

We also went in to see “Venus”. 








The door barker told us that her eos. 
tume cost $250 per yard—but that she 
was only able to purchase 30 cents 
worth. We are of the opinion that he 
overestimated the quantity. 

We visited the stock exhibit. The 
only cattle on the grounds was the 
herd of Holstein-Friesians entered by 
the Carnation Stock Farms Company 
of Seattle, Wash., and Oconomowor, 
Wis. We believe this herd consisted 
of 146 head and among these we were 
shown the Grand Champion of 1914, 
Hermana Mechthilde Ciruela 96767, 
also the grand old cow, Fidessa Bloom 
110841. She holds the second largest 
record in California, 571.5 lbs. milk, 
33.54 lbs. butter. That this exhibit 
has proved successful as an advertise- 
ment is conjectured by the fact that 
the Company recently made a sale 
from the grounds of 80 head of milch 
cows, 20 heifers and three bulls. 
These went to the Owen Hog and Cat- 
tle Association of Stockton, Califor- 
nia. 

One thought detracts from the full- 
est enjoyment of all the beauty, mag- 
nificence and grandeur here displayed: 
it is that in a very short time it must 
all be pulled down and only exist as 
a memory, a fleeting dream. How- 
ever, further reflection reminds us 
that this ‘is an ephemeral type of all

NEBRASKA’S NEW DAIRY BUILD- 
ING AND ITS RELATION TO 
THE DAIRY INDUSTRY 
OF THE STATE 





By J. H. Frandsen and C. L. 
Burlingham. 





It is with much pride and gladness 
of heart, I’m sure, that friends of 
Nebraska’s dairy industry receive the 
news that at last the new dairy build- 
ing at the State Farm is to be a defi- 
nite reality. The contract for the 
building itself has just been let to 
Gould & Son of Omaha; contracts for 
heat, light, plumbing, and furniture, 
being let separately. Actual construc- 
tion work is to begin in the early part 
of July. 


The old dairy building—the oldest 
building on the Farm Campus—was 
built and equipped when the whole 
College of Agriculture had less than 
fourteen students, so that while it 
served well the needs of the depart- 
_ ment in the early days, the phenome- 

nal growth of the College and the 
School of Agriculture have long since 
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made it entirely inadequate for the 
handling of even the most essential 
work in dairying. 

The new building is to be 141 feet 
long by 64 feet wide. It is to be 
three stories high with a full, base- 
ment and with a wing 70 feet by 60 
feet, especially arranged for the prac- 
tical handling of butter making, ice 
cream making and market milk. On 
the first floor of the main building will 
be located student laboratories for 
butter making, cheese making, mar- 
ket milk, and farm dairying. In the 
construction of these laboratories 
every effort has been made to make 
them as sanitary and attractive as 
possible. The floors are of tile and 
the walls finished in glazed brick. 

The second floor will contain a 
large milk testing laboratory, class 
rooms, rooms for experimental work, 
reading room and offices. On the 
third floor will be located the dairy 
bacteriological laboratories, a large 
lecture room, an exhibit room, and 
class rooms. 

A modern refrigerating plant will 
be installed in the basement to pro- 
vide cold storage facilities not only 
for the dairy, but also for the horti- 
culture, home economics, and veteri- 
nary departments. The basement also 
provides student locker rooms, lava- 
tories, rest rooms and store rooms. 

Nebraska measures her prosperity 
by the wealth of her farms—she is 
essentially agricultural. From the 
streets of her cities to the buffalo 
trails of the west, the topic of com- 
mon interest is agriculture. 

Only in late years has the business 
of dairying been considered impor- 
tant. People have come to take the 
milk cow for granted. They have 
been too busy watching the quotations 
on wheat and corn or figuring how 
long it will take the Hessian fly and 
the chinch bug to travel from Kansas 
to the grain fields of Nebraska to 
give the milk cow more than a pass- 
ing thought. 

Meanwhile the “foster mother” of 
man has gone on complacently chew- 
ing her cud, patiently waiting for rec- 
ognition as an important factor in 
our prosperity. “Three times”, old 
men tell us, “Nebraska would have 
been labeled a failure had it not been 
for dairying.’ When grasshoppers 
took the wheat, when hot winds 
“burned up” the corn, many an early 
settler managed to stay until another 
h-rvest solely because of the product 
of the old milk cow. The return of 
seasons of bounteous crops again put 
the cow in the background where she 
continued to change native roughages 
into the nearest perfect single food 
man knows until we have realized her 
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value and are giving dairying its 
proper place in agriculture. 

The dairying may in one sense ke 
classed as an “infant” industry, it 
has attained sufficient size to give Ne- 
braska high rank as a dairy state. 
Moreover, it is rapidly becoming 
greater. Each year’s statistics show 
increased production of dairy prod- 
ucts. This year between six and sev- 
en hundred thousand cows are being 
milked. They are producing about 
300,000,000 gallons of milk annually, 
containing more than 90,000,000 lbs. 
of butter fat—enough to supply one- 
sixth of all the food eaten by Ne- 
braska’s one and one-fourth million 
people, provide skim milk for the 
calves and pigs of the state, and fur- 
nish a large surplus through Nebras- 
ka creameries. 

It is estimated that more than 50,- 
000,000 pounds of butter are manu- 
factured in Nebraska creameries each 
year, besides a considerable quantity 
of cream is shipped out of the state 
to cities in Colorado, Iowa, Kansas, 
and Missouri. According to esti- 
mates, seven of Omaha’s creameries 
produce about 20,000,000 pounds of 
butter annually, which gives it rank 
as the largest butter producing city 
in the world. Lincoln has the distinc- 
tion of being the home of the largest 
creamery organization of the world. 

One trouble with the ‘Nebraska 
cow is that she has failed to adver- 
tise. Too few people have made to 
realize the importance of her produc- 
tion. The dairy interests of a state 
which milks 700,000 cows, produces 
90,000,000 pounds of butter annually, 
has the largest creamery organization 
in the world, and boasts a city which 
manufactures more butter than does 
any other city in the world deserve 
to be well known. 

The business of milking cows is 
now engaging the best agricultural 
thought of the state. The men in 
partnership with the milk cow are in 
dairying because brains as well as 
“strong backs” can be profitably in- 
vested. The work is no longer a 
drudgery—it is a business. Recently 
two young men—already among the 
foremost of Nebraska dairymen— 
gave as their reason for changing 
from a system of grain farming, 
“Field work didn’t offer enough ex- 
citement.” They are now with pleas- 
ure making a profession of work once 
classed as a disagreeable “chore”. 
They believe that an intelligent ef- 
fort directed toward an increase in 
the sthings upon which we live and 
with which we concern ourselves in 
our home is worthy of our best sup- 
port. The work is new to many men 
who are starting. They neéd a place 
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where they can meet as an organiza- 
tion for the betterment of dairying. 


Nebraska is peculiarly adapted for 
dairying. Corn and alfalfa make Ne- 
braska a “cow paradise’”—no other 
feeds are needed. Recently in an 
eastern state some one spoke of the 
dairy possibilities of Nebraska. An 
easterner replied, “Oh! you don’t 
mean to say you are keeping cows out 
there. Why, what do you feed 
them?” The answer was, “About 
what you do here, only we grow our 
own feed in Nebraska and you have 
to ship yours in.” The milk cow asks 
for no feeds not raised in abundance. 
If the best use is made of Nebraska 
fields of alfalfa and corn, she can 
raise the butter fat production of her 
cows one hundred per cent kefore any 
new feeds are needed. Eastern dai- 
ry farms :cannot ship in Nebraska 


alfalfa for nothing—they cannot 


transport it as cheaply as Nebraska 
farmers can ship the butter it would 
produce here at home. Generally 
speaking, cows find it fully as conven- 
ient to transform Nebraska alfalfa 
and corn into milk here as they do to 
make milk from Nebraska feeds in an 
eastern state. Of course, alfalfa 
costs two or three times as much 
there as here, but milk cows usually 
pay more attention to the quality than 
to the cost price of feed. 

Dairying is already an important 
factor in the state’s wealth. It has 
not reached maturity as an industry 
—the present average production per 
cow shoul4 be doubled within the 
next twenty years and can be, Cli- 
matic conditions are splendid, mar- 
kets are favorable,’the necessary feeds 
are already here. What Nebraska 
dairying needs is men—men to in- 
crease production and quality of dai- 
ry products, and men to convert milk 
into pure, healthful food products. 
The only logical way to secure men 
is to train them here in the state— 
carrying a lighted lantern in day time 
does not prove practicable in modern 
times as a means of “finding” men. 
The new dairy building is the Legis- 
lature’s practical solution. They 
would have Nebraska train her own 
dairymen. They are supplying the 
laboratory; Nebraska farm boys and 
girls are the raw material. The fin- 
ished product—the boys and girls who 
have been trained in dairying will be 
enabled to return to their own com- 
munity and put into practice the the- 
ory and scientific knowledge that has 
been imparted by a generous state. 
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“The World is O. K. for a breeder 
of H.-F. cattle, it is getting better 
every issue.”—C. H. Hampke, Mani- 
towoc, Wis.

STEUBEN COUNTY IS QUAR. 

ANTINED 
Hornell, July 30, 1915. 

Steuben County is under Federal] 
quarantine today and the authorities 
stand ready to extend the quarantine 
even further, in an effort to stamp 
out the foot and mouth disease, which 
had been discovered in Hornell, at a 
time when the state was just emerg- 
ing from one of the worst attacks 
that it has experienced in years. 

The twenty head of cattle on the 
farm of Henry Terry, where the dis- 
ease was discovered yesterday, are to 
be killed today and the bodies will 
be buried in quicklime. A strict quar- 
antine has been placed about the Ter- 
ry farm, and the road leading past 
the property: also has been closed. It 
is feared horses may carry the germs 
on their hoofs. 

The state and federal authorities 
have been inspecting a large number 
of herds on farms adjoining that of 
Mr. Terry, but as yet no other cases 
have been found. The inspection is 
being led by Dr. B. P. Wende for the 
federal government, and Dr. J. F. 
Claris, for the state. 

A strict quarantine was placed on 
the towns of Hornell, Canisteo, How- 
ard and Fremont yesterday before 
authority was received from the gov- 
ernment to include the entire county 
in the quarantine. 








TIED TO A COW’S TAIL 

This is not a roar but a_ shout. 
What is the matter with the dairy- 
man? He’s all right! In these try- 
ing days of glutted markets, of low 
prices, and of the middleman’s con- 
tumely, and the rail’s delays, it is 
worth while for the dairyman, and 
especially the dairyman of Sunny 
Stanislaus, to look about him and 
take stock of the situation. In look- 
ing over the market reports in a re- 
cent San Francisco paper, my eyes 
fell upon this headline: “Stagnation 
Rules in Fruit Market,” while right 
beside it, in the very next co'umn, 
this: “Large Amount of Butter 
Shipped.” Now how does that strike 
you? Read this: ‘, 

“The steamer Ventura, which sailed 
yesterday for Australia, had about 
250,000 pounds of: butter for the An- 
tipodes, shipped by three local houses. 
A similar amount is to go on the Mai- 
tai the 26th of this month (April). 
The fact that Australia is in the mar- 
ket for butter is certainly a blessing 
to the local market, particularly from 











the producer’s point of view, as it 
serves to keep prices up. The recent 
heavy rains mean that butter will be 
coming to this market in large quan- 
tities for about a month longer than 
is usual, and this factor alone would 
tend to lower prices ... Thus it is 
‘to be seen that shipment of the sur- 
plus production to the Antipodes is 
really the main factor in the main- 
tenance of the present level on but- 
ter.” 

The dairyman is all right. He can 
sleep o’nights, he can borrow at the 
bank, he lives in his town house, and 
drives a Lizzy. What say? Tied to 
a cow’s tail? Good friends, who of 
“us, who is working his way through 
this vale of tears, is not, in a way, 
an Ixon or a Prometheus? I know of 
many who are condemned to impris- 
onment in cells, euphoniously called 
offices, and others who are chained to 
fire pots and who are in the bondage 
of their own Oriental labor, but the 
dairymen have no need, as Isaac Wal- 
ton has it, to borrow their thoughts 
to think themselves happy.—J. T. 
Bramhall in Modesto Herald. 

TREAT INFLAMED UDDERS 

.. PROMPTLY 

“Garget makes an appearance 
every once in a while in cows which 
apparently are in perfect health,” 
said- F. B. Hadley of the College of 
Agriculture “The milk in. severe 
cases,” he continued, “is either 
stringy or otherwise altered in char- 
acter when drawn and collects a yel- 
lowish colored sediment on standing. 
In less pronounced cases there may 
be little visible change in the milk, 
but an examination would reveal a 
large number of germs. 

“Noninfectious garget is caused by 
bruises or other injuries, or by a sud- 
den congestion of blood in the udder 
as frequently occurs in heavy milkers 
and in heifers at first calving. Af- 
fected animals usually make a com- 
plete recovery if given 1% pounds of 
Epsom salts and their feed is re- 
stricted to that of a succulent nature. 

“The cause of infectious garget is 
a germ or germs. When many of 
them are present in the udder not 
only is the milk changed, as men- 
tioned above, but the udder itself be- 
comes hot and sensitive to the touch. 

“The importance of the infectious 
form of garget rests in the fact that 
it is usually not easily cured and has 
a tendency to recur. Furthermore, 
the disease is easily conveyed to heal- 
thy cows through the medium of the 
milker’s hands or contaminated ma- 
terial of any kind, unless precautions 
are taken to avoid the transfer of the 
germs, 

“Temporary relief may be given by 
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bathing the udder with hot water for 
one-half hour each morning and even- 
ing. After thoroughly drying the sur- 
face of the udder warm cottonseed 
oil should be rubbed in with the palm 
of the hand. 

“A complete cure is possible in 
most cases only by drying the cow off 
at once so that her system may be 
free to fight the disease-producing 
germs that are present in the udder.” 


>. 
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STERILITY OF COWS 


The Swiss ambulatory clinics show 
that 30—40 per cent of all cases of 
disease examined in cattle are di- 
seases of the genital organs. Al- 
brechtsen estimates the sterile cows 





in the testing associations at 10—11 
per cent. In Silesia (Germany) 28 
herds tested showed an average of 
30 per cent. These numbers prove 
the great importance of the subject 
to the dairy farmer. The author gives 
directions for examinations for such 
diseases, advising particularly the 
greatest possible care on the part of 
veterinarians in the examination of 
cows for pregnancy, etc. 

Sterility may be caused by many 
disorders, either of a general char- 
acter or applying locally to the geni- 
tal organs. The principal causes are 
the cystous degeneration of the ovar- 
ies, corpus luteum persistens and hy- 
pertrophicum, catarrhal and _ pus- 
forming diseases of cervix and uter- 
us, follicular vaginal catarrh, and in- 
fectious abortion. The author dis- 
cusses these diseases in more or less 
detail. It is not true that a previous 
abortion necessarily produces steril- 
ity. Of 160 such cows examined, 93 
conceived without delay, 53 after 
some time, 14 only after three months, 
and only 5 were considered incurable. 
Special care is required in all such 
cases. Vaginal catarrh does not cause 
abortion. In view of the great eco- 
nomic importance of this subject, 
closer study should be given to it by 
veterinarians.—Creamery and Milk 
Plant Monthly. 
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TO INSURE YOUR CORN CROP; 
BUILD A SILO 

“A silo is not only the safest form 
of crop insurance for the Wisconsin 
farmer” said Roy T. Harris of the 
College of Agriculture, “but is stock 
insurance as well The succulent form 
of feed helps to keep the herd in good 
health, and insures a milk flow. 

“The farmers who have silos are 
not uneasy because of the backward- 
ness of the corn crop. Even if the 
season has been backward they are 
confident that the crop will go into 
the silo in fine shape for the stock. 
And many farmers who, before this 
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year, have not thought of investing 
in silos are now asking themselves, 
‘What kind shall I build?’ 


“The value of silage as a feed can- 
not be overestimated during any year; 
but.in a year like this the worth of a 
silo in making sure an otherwise 
somewhat doubtful harvest is empha- 
sized.”
